8P5,, The object of the recent raids, both 
in Tennessee and Kentucky, Is apparently 
not for the purpose of retaining any of the 
points seized, but merely to capture stores, 
to plunder citizens, and to create alarm. It 
serves to show defects in our plans of oper- 
ations; and among other deficiencea a seri- 
ous want of cavalry. It onlightens ns to 
the fact that guerillaism is just what it has 
always been shown to be by hittor/ — the 
acts of common robbers, relieved now and 
then by acts of unexpected generosity. 
The most of their plundering, as far as we 
can learn, bss been of corporate companies, 
whom they seem to think have no right to 
exist, although when a good Union man 
like Uncle Ben. Spalding can be plundered 
they proceed at once to do it. This |dis- 
crimi nation between individuals and cor- 
porations is not to be ascribed to any par- 
ticular regard for individual property, since 
it is little difference whether you rob a 
man of his share in the profits of a compa- 
ny or of some other property, but because the 
largest sums — indeed, all the money nearly, 
is to be found in the hands of public or 
private bankers. These acts should not 
surprise any one, and do not. They are 
the fruits of illegitimate war and the natu- 
ral offspring of rebellion. We can expect 
nothing better from bandits, and could 
scarcely have expected anything as 
good. Fortunately they have to be con- 
tinually on the wing, which prevents 
a great deal of damage, since it does 
not leave them time to inquire out 
Union and Secession, and even thus recog- 
nize the fact that they must not unneces- 
sarily rob their own friends, many of w hom 
have acted as spies for them ever since the 
war begun. 

Strange as it may sound, there are re- 
spectable^) men who pretend to defend or 
justify these outbreaks, and who have 
smooth names for Morgan s conduct, and 
even praise. Although he has killed at 
least one or two citizens, burned private 
property as well as public, and stolen 
money, horses and vehicles, yet they argue, 
because he didn t burn all the booses, steal 
all the private property and extirpate pri- 
vate citizens, he must be rather a noble 
gentleman. We suppose he was checked 
some by the thought that if he did it would 
be dangerous to him, as arousing whole 
communities against him; and next, if he 
stole the property, he couldn t dispose of 
it, nor carry it away. His acts, as far as 
known, savor more of the bandit than the 
soldier, although he may not have been as 
violent as the majority of guerrillas are. 
He is a robber and a plunderer, and his 
band are robbers and plunderers. No other 
name can be given to men who scrupulously 
avoid armed soldiers, and only war upon 
private citisens. Their conduct is a die 
grace to any cause, even to that of unjusti 
liable rebellion, and those who defend or 
justify them are equally as bad at heart, 
although they lack the courage to come out 
and take the small risk they would be in as 
one of the band. 

We sincerely hope that Morgan will be 
overtaken and routed. If anything like an 
equal force attacks him we know he will 
be defeated; but uo such force has as yet 
been able to get near him, tut once, and 
then they routed him. it is the policy of 
guerrillas never to fight. They are intend- 
ed only to rob and run. They are got up 
entirely on the skedaddle principle. 

We leara that Gen. Ward has mounted 
some 1800 men in the hope that they may 
l>c able to overtake the redoubtable Morgan. 
Ferhaps by the time this has l»eeu printed 
they have succeeded, although we are 
strongly of the opinion that Morgan will 
be too rapid in his retreats to be over- 
taken There should be at least three or 
four times as much cavalry as we have 
now in this State.

The Murfreesboro Fight. — The Nash- 
ville Constitution, of yesterday morning, 
contains the following; 

On yesterday morning, intelligence reach- 
ed this city that a large force of cavalry, 
about twenty-five hundred strong, had at- 
tacked a couple of Federal regiments at 
Murfreesboro, which were under command 
of Col. Lester, of Michigan. The fight last- 
ed until 2 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
latest date of our information. The cavalry 
did considerable damage, badly cutting to 
pieces one of the Michigan regiments, and 
taking a large number of prisoners. 

We are told, also, that they destroyed, by 
fire, the railroad depot at Murfreesboro, 
and a bridge near by. The casualties 
among the cavalry we are unable at pres- 
ent to state, nor at this writing do we 
know the fate of the second Federal regi- 
ment engaged in this fight. Due prepara- 
tions are making, however, to intercept and 
capture the cavalry if possible.

The border State representatives to-day 
finally agreed upon their reply to the Presi- 
dent’s emancipation proclamation. It is 
represented &9 temperate and respectful. 
They cannot, for reasons stated, indorse 
his policy, and differ from his belief that 
the declination of those States to act on and 
adopt, may or will prolong the war. They 
join in the recommendation that those 
States give it a respectful consideration, 
but iu no way commit themselves to its 
support. Probably twenty members of 
Congress have been in consultation on the 
subject. Some of these from the border 
slave States were not present at the voting, 
while others have left the city. Several 
will prepare a reply of their own. 

New York, July 16. 

At a meeting of grain shovelers las* 
evening, it wa9 agreed they go to work to- 
day on any vessel not employing elevators. 

The Times' Washington dispatch states 
the real reason for the request of the Presi- 
dent to postpone the adjournment of Con- 
gress one day, is the President is troubled 
about the confiscation bill. He say9 he did 
not receive the bill till late, *nd did not 
have time to give it that careful examina- 
tion he desires. 

He has been engaged all day writing a 
message on the subject. Of course it will 
be looked for with great interest.

The reply of the border State Representa- 
tives to the President is withheld, waiting 
his action on the confiscation bill. In a 
certain contingency the correspondence may 
not be published at all. There is a divis- 
ion of sentiment in the border States on the 
main subject. 

Messrs. Fisher, of Delaware, Blair, of 
Virginia, Casey, of Kentucky, and Mayn- 
ard, of Tennessee, will advocate immediate 
action by their State*. All the other Rep- 
resentative* decline to commit themselves, 
unless the Government shall first make the 
appropriation nacessrry to consummate the 
scheme. Many of them refuse to recognize 
the subject at all. 

Rumors are current to-night, and are 
credited, that important changes in high 
quarters are to be made.

Colonel Fitch Whips the Rebels in 
Two Engagements. 

New York, July 15. 

The Daily News says, the Americana in 
London met on the 4th of July, to celebrate 
the day, but no account of the proceedings 
is given. 

The same journal editorially denounces, 
in sarcastic terms, the mischievous malig* 
nity of the Times, for its Pharisaical and ill- 
timed lecture to America in b®*- k.u. . e 
trouble. 

The Morning Star has also a denuncia- 
tion of the Times for its outrage on Ameri- 
can sensibilities, on the most sacred of all 
days to the American people. It hopes that 
Americans will treat the insolence of the 
un-English writers with disdain, and says 
the writer is not more the enemy of their 
country than the disgrace of his own. 

The Morning Herald says that the pros- 
ecution of the war and the celebration of 
the Fourth of July constitutes as glaring a 
case of inconsistency as was ever alleged 
against a civilized nation, and that if pro- 
fessions meant anything in America, the 
mere reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence should suffice to condemn the in- 
vasion of tho Confederate States as utterly 
inexcusable in principle and erroneous in 
policy. 

The Epola of Madrid says the Spanish 
Government has received most satisfactory 
communications from its Representative at 
Washington, a^ to the favorable effect pro- 
duced upon the United States by the disin- 
terested policy which Spain has adopted 
with regard to Mexico. The present rela- 
tions of the Cabinets of Madrid and Wash- 
ington are most cordial. 

Memphis, July 14. 

Gen. Curtis' entire command arrived at 
Helena, Arkansas, on the 11th, having left 
Batesville on the 24th of June, and reached 
Jacksouport on the 20th. On the 2d of 
July, they started across the country, and 
on the 4th, when seven miles below Grand 
Glasse, the Thirteenth Illinois, coming down 
White river with a load of cotton, was fired 
on by guerrillas. The fire was returned, 
when the rebels fled. Contrabands taken 
ou board the next day, report that they saw 
nineteen dead rebels near the 9cene of 
action. 

On the 7th, Gen. Curtis' advance, consist- 
ing of a battalion of the First Indiana Cav- 
alry, Eleventh Wisconsin, and Thirty-third 
Illinois, were attacked by two regiments of 
Texan cavalry and a large force of infantry. 
The Federate had four mounted howitzers, 
which were brought to bear on the rebels 
with terrible cflect, causing their cavalry to 
break in disorder, and, riding over their 
infantry, threw them into confusion, termi- 
nating in the utter rout of the rebels. 
They were pursued by our forces, who cap- 
tured a large number of prisoners, who 
were afterwards paroled. After the battle, 
our troops buried one hundred and ten 
rebels on tbe field. 

Our loss is eight killed, among them 
Capt. Slonne, 11th Wisconsin; thirty-two 
wounded, and Major Glenden, 1st Indiana 
cavalry, seriously injured. The rebels had 
no artillery, which accounts for their 
heavy loss as compared with ours. Not- 
withstanding long forced marches, short 
rations, &c., Gen. Curtis’ army is in good 
condition. When they arrived at Helena 
they had hut three days’ supplies. 

Philadelphia, July 1*1. 

The Richmond Enquirer of the 12th speaks 
of Gen. McClellan's defensive attitude, un- 
der cover of the gunboats, as fixed. His 
only demonstrations upon the Confederate 
lines, until he shall have become resusci- 
tated from late defeats, must be confined to 
indecisive raids to keep up the spirits of 
his men. In the meantime, we must turn 
our eyes to the West for more startling 
events. The movements of Buell, and the 
consequent operations of our own army, are 
now watched with anxiety and confidence 
by the Government. 

The Enquirer also says, the enemy has 
been displaying considerable activity of 
movement in the vicinity of the upper Rap- 
pahannock, gathering 1,000 men at Women- 
ton, and detached a force amounting in the 
aggregate to a considerable army at vari- 
ous points, streatching from Cotter's station 
in Faquire county, through Warrenton, 
Ainesville, and Washington to Springville, 
at the base of the Blue Ridge, in Rappa- 
hannock county. Gen. Ricketts is quarter- 
ed on the road from. Warrenton to the 
Springs. 

The Petersburg Exchange of the 11th, re- 
ports the shelling of Hamilton, N. C. Federal 
gunboats. 

As the Roanoke river was quite high, 
they would probably attempt to reach Wel- 
don. 

Austin E. Smith, a son of Extra Bill, and 
formerly navy agent at San Francisco, 
died from wounds received in battle before 
Richmond. It will be remembered he was 
arrested on the isthmus and confined at 
Fort Warren, and was exchanged only a 
few weeks ago. 

The Richmond Dispatch announces the 
arrival there of the Pittsburg Sanitary 
Commission, 12 in number, who were taken 
prisoners at Savage's farm. 

Gen. Robinson, with a large body of cav- 
alry, still holds the enemy in check at Har- 
risonburg. 

New York, July 16. 

The British steamer Ann arrived at noon 
to-day, in charge of acting-master Part- 
ridge. The Ann was discovered under the 
guns of Fort Morgan, Mobile Bay, unload- 
ing arms, gun powder, &c., when the frig- 
ate Susquehannah and the gunboat Ka- 
nawha sailed into the bay, the former engag- 
ing the Farr, and the latter succeded in cut- 
ting the British neutral (?) vessel out. 
The crew of the vessel deserted and es- 
caped, after attempting to sink her. Her 
cargo consists of gunpowder, arm9, car- 
tridge boxes, tea, cottee, pepper, He.. 

Detroit, Mich., Jaly 16. 

A large meeting tvas held last night to 
facilitate raising new regiments. Patriotic 
resolutions were passed amid much disturb- 
ance, and the meeting came to apreip»<ure 
adjournment. 

Paris, Ky., July 16, 7:60, p. m. 

The rebels here, sent in flags of truce 
two different times, demanding the uncon- 
ditional surrender of the place. Our citi- 
zens are all under arms. They were in 
line at 4 o clock, to receive an attack, but 
the rebels have now changed their position 
to north of us. The place will not be surren- 
dered without a fight. 

Liverpool , Saturday, July 6, P. M. — Bread- 
stuffs steady, but dull; provisions inactive. 

London , Saturday, July 5, P. M . — Consuls 
closed to-day, 92 to 92 J . 

Chicago, July 16. 

A special dispatch to the Tribune from 
Memphis, says that 200 of Ool. Fitch’s 
command had an engagements with the 
rebels numbering 450 on the morning of 
the 6th. Federal loss 22 killed and wound- 
ed. Rebel loss 84 killed and wounded. 

In another engagement, on the night of 
the 7th, Col. Fitch captured all of the ene- 
my’s camp equipage and provisions. Both 
fights are said to have taken place within 
ten miles of Duvall s Bluffs, where a large 
force is said to be stationed.
